"1. During its weekly meeting of 21-27 June 1953 the Nationael Executive Board

of the Partido Socialista Popular (PSP, Cuban Communist Perty) re-emphasized
the Pact that the PSP must use all means at ite disposal to combat the Montreal
Pect, end publicly proclaim the Party's edherence to the declaration of the
Federacion Estudisntil Universitaria (FEU), opposing the pact. This action
will gain the sympathetic aeppreciation of many political groups throughout the
country which share the FEU's sentiments, and the FEU will be gratified to see
1ts opinion supported. The Fational Executive Board will keep in close contact
with the FEU, and again present to the directive council of the latter group

a community plan of action %o create a united-front of opposition. Efforts of
the groups heeded by Carlos PRIO and Emilio OCHOA to affiliate with the proposed
united-front organization have already met with severe rebuff. Efforts will

e redoubled to form and stremgthen the united-front of the masses commitiees.
Great progress has already been made in this direction, and municipal comferences
of these committees have been announced for Marisneo, Manzanillo, and Bayemo.
The Hebana municipal council of the united-front of the masses committees is
expected to denounce the Montreal Pact publicly.

Labor Matters

Great satisfaction was expressed by Bosrd members comcerning the great tri-

umph scored by the PSP at the recent Tobacco Workers' Congress. A grest majority
of the tobacco unions which were excluded from the 8th National Labor Congress

of the Confederacion de Trabajadores de Cuba (CTC) were admlitted %o the
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Tobacco Workers' Congress, resulting in a strengthening of the legal status
of such unions. Further, the new Executive Committee of the National
Federation of Tobacco Workers (NFTW) includes 2 good number of Communist
leaders, who will be in a better position to effect greater Communist penetra-
tion of this important industriael federation and eventually its total control
by the PSP. The credit for this success was laid to0 the Party's inmstruc-
tions to the Communist-controlled tobecco unions and other industrial unions
to esteblish normal activities, and through their respective federations and
the CTC, to particlpate in congregses and other labor events sponsored by the
CTC. Bles ROCA sdded that the successes in the Tobacco Workers' Congress
demonstrate that the Party's resolutions and union instructions were correct.
The upions’' must now lose no time in establishing a firm legal status.

Omnibus Aliados

The struggle of the Party-directed Omnibus Alisdos workers agsinst the CTC
1eaders and the prejudicial Decree Law 908 was discussed, and approval was
expressed concerning the work being done by the Comite de Renmovacion Sindical
Democratica de Omnibus Alisdos (Committee for Democratic Labor Renovetion of
Omnibus Alisdos), under the direction of Jose Maria PEREZ and Rafael AVILA.
At the general assembly of bus drivers, held on 26 Jupe at Plasterers' Hall,
those in attendance were in enthusiastic agreement with the opposition of PSP
leeders to Decree Law 908, Party leedership was instrumentel in orgenizing &
slow-down on Route 58 and other routes, resulting in the government ‘s heving
to suspend the law. However, the danger has not diseppeared; rather, the
epplication of this repressive measure has simply been postponed. The fact
that Jose Marie PEREZ, former secretary general of the S8indicato de Obreros
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y Empleados de Omnibus Aliados (Union of Workers and Employees .of  Omnibus Aliedos),
and Rafsel AVILA, former organizing secretary, along with others, were reinstated
in the positions from which they were ousted in 1947 because they were Communiste,

is another proof to the Omnibus Alisdos workers of the assistance lent them by
the PSP, and should inspire them to new efforts in their common struggle.

peoples of the world be on a normel and human basis permitting mutual
acquaintance end making possible pacific co-existence.
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Study Circles

principles during their meetings, always bearing in mind that economic
crises are the consequence of wars and capltelistic contradictions, and will
eventually bring about the downfall of the capitalistic regime, which will
be shortly replaced by socialism based on Marxist-leninist principles.
